Sugar .

Dealing with the occurrence of sugar in the vegetable kingdom, the 
author mentioned as commercial sources, dates, the maple tree and the 
palm troo. The so-called Palmyra Jaggery is manufactured in 
Madras from the last-named tree. Ho pointed out that Fahlberg’s 
saccharin was merely a sweetening agent devoid of the other properties 
of sugar. 
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Ho then dealt with the history and development of the sugar cane, 
and the manufacture of sugar from it as well as from the beetroot. An 
outline was given of the process of refining sugar; and, following this, 
a brief account of the manufacture of browing sugars—invert sugar, 
glucose, and dextrin—maltose. It was stated that, although during the 
past 40 years many cheaper forms of sugar had been put on the market, 
invert sugar held the premier position, and that the evidence of 
practical brewers all over the country pointed to its value in pro¬ 
ducing a more uniform and stable beer, which combined palate fulness 
with early conditioning. 

After the reading of the paper a few remarks were made by 
Mr. T. A. Glondinning, to which Mr. Bailey replied. .
